WASHINGTON  (SB  and  local 
reports)  -  Three  states  have 
acted  swiftly  to  accomplish 
what  the  U  A  Senate  could  not: 
defund  Planned  Parenthood. 

Alabama,  Louisiana,  and  New 
Hampshire  all  have  ehminated 
funding  for  the  country's  lead¬ 
ing  abortion  provider  after  the 
release  of  videos  providing  evi¬ 
dence  that  Planned  Parenthood 
traffics  in  aborted  baby  body 
parts.  Since  mid-July,  an  inves¬ 
tigative  group  has  released  five 
undercover  videos  that  show 
Planned  Parenthood  officials  dis¬ 
cussing  the  sale  of  organs  from 
aborted  children  for  research.  It 
is  expected  more  videos  wiD  be 
released  in  the  next  few  weeks. 


Thirteen  states  have  initiat¬ 
ed  investigations  into  Planned 
Parenthood,  according  to  The 
Christian  Science  Monitor. 
After  investigations  in  their 
states,  Florida  and  Indiana 
officials  have  reported  they 
found  no  evidence  of  violations 
by  the  organization  regarding 
fetal  tissue. 

While  some  states  have 
canceled  contracts  with 
Planned  Parenthood,  sup¬ 
porters  of  defending  in  the 
U.S.  Senate  fell  short  in  their 
attempt  on  Aug.  3* 

Pro-life  leaders  continue 
to  call  for  elimination  of  gov¬ 
ernment  money  for  Planned 
Parenthood,  which  receives 


more  than  a  half-billion  tax¬ 
payer  dollars  each  year  and 
in  turn  contributes  millions 
at' dollars  to  the  campaigns 
of  politicians  who  approved 
the  funding  and  defend 
Planned  Parenthood. 

The  New  Hampshire  Execu¬ 
tive  Council  voted  Aug.  5  to 
reject  contracts  for  Planned 
Parenthood  in  the  state.  The 
vote  came  along  party  lines, 
with  the  council's  three  Re¬ 
publican  members  in  support 
of  defending. 

The  members  of  the  New 
Hampshire  council  are  elected  to 
the  executive  branch  body,  which 
is  unique  among  state  govern¬ 
ments  in  the  United  States.

New  Mexico  churches 


LAS  CRUCES.  N.M.  (BP)  - 

Small  bombs  that  exploded 
within  minutes  of  each  other 
Aug.  2  at  two  Las  Cruces, 
N.M.,  churches  —  including 
a  Southern  Baptist  congrega¬ 
tion  -  led  to  tne  cancellation 
of  Sunday  morning  services 
and  evacuations  at  other 
churches  across  the  city. 

No  one  was  hurt  in  the  cx- 
losions  that  caused  minimal 
amage  at  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  church,  Calvary  Church  on 
S.  Locust  St.,  and  Holy  Cross 
Catholic  Church  on  N.  Miran¬ 
da  St.,  the  Associated  Press 
(AP)  reported.  No  arrests 
have  yet  been  made  but  New 
Mexico  state  police  described 
the  bombs  as  improvised  ex¬ 
plosive  devices  designed  to 
cause  harm. 

About  50  worshippers 
had  already  gathered  for  the 
8:30  a.m.  traditional  service 
at  Calvary  Church  when  the 
bomb  exploded  at  8:20  a.m. 
in  a  mailbox  attached  to  the 
building,  Scott  Rodgers,  pas¬ 
tor  of  core  groups,  told  Bap¬ 
tist  Press. 

Worshippers  remained 
calm  as  police  arrived  and 
evacuated  the  church,  usher¬ 
ing  individuals  to  the  church’s 
south  parkins  lot,  Rodgers 
said.  He  preached  the  Sunday 
morning  service  in  the  park¬ 
ing  lot,  as  youth  arts  pastor 
Gregg  Higgins  led  music. 

Tne  9:45  a.m.  and  11  a.m. 
services  were  cancelled,  as  po¬ 
lice  blocked  adjacent  streets 
while  investigating  the  crime. 
Rodgers  estimated  combined 
Sunday  morning  attendance 
at  Calvary  Church  is  normally 
about  400. 

Mass  had  already  convened 
at  Holy  Cross  Catholic  Church 
when  a  bomb  exploded  in  a 
plastic  trash  can  outside  a 
church  window  around  8:40 
a.m.  as  200  were  preparing 
for  communion,  AP  reported. 
The  bomb  damaged  a  glass 
entryway,  and  parishioners 
exited  a  separate  door. 

Several  churches  in  Las 
Cruces  ended  or  cancelled 
Sunday  services  after  the  ex¬ 
plosions,  Albuquerque  Jour¬ 
nal  News  reported. 

Newly-caUed  Calvary 
Church  pastor  Kevin  Glenn 
was  spending  his  first  Sunday 
in  Las  Cruces  in  preparation 


for  his  new  pastorate.  “Fortu¬ 
nately,  I’ve  Deen  able  to  deal 
with  other  security  issues  at 
churches  in  the  past,'  Glenn 
told  Baptist  Press.  “You  never 
like  to  nave  experiences  like 
that,  but  that’s  allowed  me 
to  really  know  what  the  next 
steps  are  going  to  be  for  us 
at  Calvary,  to  make  some  ad¬ 
justments  and  increase  some 
awareness  on  ways  that  we  can 
make  the  campus  more  secure 
and  help  folks  to  understand 
we  can  worship  faithfully  and 
freely  but  also  have  our  eyes 
open  and  be  vigilant." 

The  crimes  are  already 
uniting  the  community  in 
prayer,  as  dozens  attended 
an  interfaith  prayer  vigil  Aug. 
2  at  Pioneer  Park.  Glenn  and 
John  Anderson,  monsignor 
of  the  Catholic  congrega¬ 
tion,  have  discussed  tentative 
thoughts  for  an  ecumenical 
ministry  outreach  in  response 
to  the  bombings. 

“It  has  really  pulled  the 
faith  community  of  Las  Cru¬ 
ces  together,"  Glenn  said, 
“and  there  are  a  lot  of  people 
praying  at  this  time  for  safety 
and  for  the  folks  that  did  it 
to  be  brought  to  justice,  but 
also  that  whatever  it  was  that 
motivated  such  hate  would  be 
overcome  with  peace." 

Multiple  state  and  federal 
agencies  are  involved  in  the 
investigation,  including  New 
Mexico  State  Police,  the  FBI, 
Homeland  Security  Investi¬ 
gations,  and  the  Bureau  of 
Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms 
and  Explosives. 

New  Mexico  Gov.  Su¬ 
sanna  Martinez  has  said 
those  guilty  of  bombing  the 
churches  “will  feel  the  full 
pressure  of  the  law.* 

God’s  presence  was  evi¬ 
dent  as  tne  Sunday  service 
approached,  Rodgers  said.  “I 
had  studied  for  a  sermon  for 
three  days  and  got  up  on  Sat¬ 
urday  morning  and  sensed 
that  the  Lord  was  saying  that 
that’s  not  what  I  needed  to 
preach  on  Sunday...  He  took 
me  to  the  stoiy  of  David 
and  Goliath  and  led  me  to 
see  how  important  it  is  that 
whenever  we’re  faced  with  a 
difficult  circumstance,  that 
we  not  look  at  the  size  of  our 
situation,  but  we  look  at  the 
size  of  our  God."

Mission  to  Haiti  opens  eyes 
of  'spoiled'  football  players 


OXFORD,  Miss.  (BP)  -  When 
University  of  Mississippi  de¬ 
fensive  end  John  Youngblood 
takes  a  break  during  the  team’s 
practices,  he  isn’t  likely  to  take 
that  drink  of  cold,  clean  water 
for  granted.  In  the  locker  room, 
Youngblood,  an  Ole  Miss  junior, 
and  teammate  Christian  Russell, 
a  senior  linebacker,  likely  will 
have  greater  appreciation  for  a 
refreshing  shower. 

The  players’  gratitude  for 
fresh,  convenient  water  and 
other  common  necessities 
stems  from  a  mission  trip  to 
Haiti  last  spring  with  11  team¬ 
mates  among  the  volunteers 
who  helped  to  provide  safe  wa¬ 
ter  for  a  village  of  7,000  people. 

“A  lot  of  guys  had  no  idea  the 
struggles  of  other  cultures  and 
the  poverty  —  how  bad  things 
are  there,"  said  Youngblood,  who 
visited  the  village.  Camp  Marie, 
during  a  similar  spring  break  trip 
in  2014. 

“We’re  kind  of  spoiled,"  Rus¬ 
sell  said.  “We  tend  to  complain, 
“  when  in  reality,  “we’re  really 
blessed."  The  people  of  Camp 
Marie  spend  their  days  trying  to 
find  dean  water"  amid  concerns 
about  “where  the  next  meal  is 
coming  from,"  Russell  said. 

One  important  necessity  for 
which  Camp  Marie  residents 
no  longer  struggle  is  finding 
safe,  clean  water.  Until  re¬ 
cently,  residents  were  drinking 
untreated  water  from  a  spring, 
but  that  changed  in  late  June 
when  the  village’s  water  project 
was  completed. 

Ole  Miss  football  team  chap 
lain  John  Powell,  who  organized 
the  mission  trip,  noticed  Camp 
Marie  s  circumstances  during  the 
2014  trip  to  Haiti.  “[We]  saw  that 
there  wasn’t  enough  clean  water 


at  Camp  Marie,  but  people  were 
drinking  and  using  it  anyway," 
said  Powell,  a  member  of  First 
Church,  Oxford,  where  the  uni¬ 
versity  is  located. 

In  addition  to  the  players  and 
Powell,  fourth-year  head  coach 
Hugh  Freeze  and  his  family  were 
among  the  volunteers,  along  with 
coach  Maurice  Harris  and  his 
daughter,  three  team  managers, 
and  two  Ole  Miss  students. 

Powell  said  the  water  project 
was  begun  by  volunteers  with 
a  Christian  ministry  called  410 
Bridge  “They  started  the  water 
project  while  we  were  there.  We 
tapped  into  the  water  source  and 
helped  build  a  buried  dean  water 
line."  That  line  takes  the  water 
into  a  disinfection  system  prior 
to  distributing  it  at  several  tap 
stands  in  Camp  Marie. 

In  addition  to  helping  build  a 
safe  water  system,  tne  Ole  Miss 
team’s  mission  included  sharing 
with  the  people  of  Camp  Marie 
how  to  find  the  “living  water" 
of  salvation.  “We  divided  into 
groups  and  went  to  the  homes 
and  prayed  with  people  in  the  vil¬ 
lage,  Powell  said.  *We  went  to 
the  church  on  Sunday.  One  of  our 
guys  sang.” 

That  guy  is  Russell,  who  noted, 
“As  I  was  singinj  and  playing  the 
piano,  they  couldn't  understand 
what  I  was  singing"  but  “could 
feel  me  through  Goa’s  Spirit." 

Powell  saia  at  least  two  peo¬ 
ple  with  whom  they  talked  and 
prayed  made  professions  of  faith 
in  Christ,  including  a  woman 
with  a  disability  who  was  con¬ 
sidered  an  outcast.  “She  said  she 
wanted  to  know  God.  I  explained 
the  Gospel  to  her  and  she  prayed 
to  receive  Christ." 

Powell  said  a  teenage  boy  with

“You  can’t  understand  what 
they’re  sayinx,  but  you  can  un¬ 
derstand  body  language.  They' 
just  want  to  hold  your  hand 
and  it’s  great  to  see  now  loving 
and  accepting  they  are,"  Young¬ 
blood  said. 

Russell  said  the  experience 
changed  his  outlook  on  life.  The 
people  of  Camp  Marie  “havepret- 
ty  much  nothing,"  he  said.  “They 
care  for  one  another  regardless  of 
the  little  they  have." 

After  seeing  the  Ole  Miss 
volunteers  serving  others  in  an 
unfamiliar  and  challenging  situ¬ 
ation,  Powell  said  he  hopes  they 
will  now  “look  for  opportunities 
to  put  others  before  themselves 
ana  to  understand  what  it  means 
to  love  your  neighlxir  as  yourself, 
to  live  that  way  in  this  countiy, 
not  just  when  they’re  serving  in 
another  country  and  culture.  Not 
being  served,  but  to  serve."

Messengers  were  amt  from 
2349  churches  in  47  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  Puer¬ 
to  Rico.  Churches  in  Montana, 
North  Dakota,  and  Rhode  Island

Most  messengers  were  male 
(3*499)*  and  2,750  of  them  were 
ordained.  Only  358  messengers. 
6.6%  of  those  registered,  com¬ 
pleted  the  registration  survey. 
Of  those,  146  were  senior  pas¬ 
tors  and  38  were  the  wives  of 
senior  pastors,  according  to  sur¬ 
veys  submitted.

In  Columbus,  messengers 
approved  changes  to  Articles 
3  and  14,  and  SBC  Bylaw  8  re¬ 
garding  messe  ger  qualifica¬ 
tions.  Each  cooperating  church 


that  contributes  to  convention 
causes  during  the  preceding  fis¬ 
cal  year  will  automatically  qual¬ 
ify  for  two  messengers. 

The  convention  will  recognize 
10  additional  messengers  from  a 
cooperating  church  under  one  of 
the  following  options: 

■  One  additional  messen¬ 
ger  for  each  full  percent  of  un¬ 
designated  receipts  the  church 
contributed  during  the  previous 
fiscal  year  through  die  Coopera 
tive  Program,  ana/ or  through  the 
convention’s  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  for  convention  causes,  and/or 
to  any  convention  entity;  or 

■  One  additional  messenger 
for  each  $6,000  the  church  con¬ 
tributes  in  the  preceding  year 
through  the  Cooperative  Program, 
designated  gifts  through  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  for  convention 
causes,  or  to  any  SBC  entity 

Before  the  change.  Article  3 
stated  that  churches  in  friendly 
cooperation  with  the  convention 
were  entitled  to  one  messenger 
and  could  send  one  additional 
messenger  for  every  250  mem 
bers  or  for  each  $250  per  year 
“paid  to  the  work  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion.”  The  $250  amount  dates 
back  to  1888.

Leaders  of  Protect  Fayette¬ 
ville  who  sponsored  the  rally 
say  Ordinance  578*  would  in¬ 
fringe  on  First  Amendment  re¬ 
ligious  freedoms.  Proponents, 
meanwhile,  say  it  would  pro¬ 
tect  the  lesbian,  gay,  bisexual, 
transgender  (LGBT)  commu¬ 
nity  from  being  denied  service, 
housing,  or  employment  based 
on  sexual  orientation  and  gen¬ 
der  identity. 

The  proposed  ordinance  is 
slated  for  a  vote  Sept.  8  in  the 
city  of  80,000  people  where 
the  University  of  Arkansas 
is  located.  Voters  recently 
turned  back  a  first  attempt  to 
pass  LGBT  protections.  Unde¬ 
terred,  council  members  are 
now  making  a  second  attempt 

The  Kleins,  owners  of  the 
Oregon  bakery  Sweet  Cakes, 
face  a  $135*000  fine  for  dis¬ 
crimination  after  refusing  to 
bake  a  cake  for  a  lesbian  wed¬ 
ding!  They  addressed  the  ral¬ 
ly '•  ioo-plw  attendee*. 

The  proposed  ordinance 
leaves  tne  door  wide  open 
to  force  people  to  adhere  to 
something  they  don’t  want  to 
adhere  to,  Aaron  Klein  said  in 
an  interview  with  KNWA-TV. 

Protect  Fayetteville  warns, 
“Under  this  ordinance,  any 
baker,  florist  or  photogra¬ 
pher,  event  planner,  printer, 
etc.  who  has  a  deeply  held 
religious  objection  to  forced 
participation  in  same-sex 
weddings  could  face  prosecu¬ 
tion  if  tney  decline  to  photo¬ 
graph,  decorate  a  cake  or  pro¬ 
vide  a  floral  arrangement  for 
a  same  sex  ceremony,  recep¬ 
tion,  or  event. 

“This  includes  forcing 
ministers  to  perform  same 
sex  weddings.”

Critics  say  the  proposed  or¬ 
dinance  largely  rehashes  an 
earlier  anti-discrimination 
measure.  Chapter  119,  adopted 
by  the  Fayetteville  City  Coun¬ 
cil  on  Aug.  20  of  last  year  but 
repealed  by  voters  52**48* 
percent  on  Dec.  9. 

Proponents  vowed  to  revisit 
the  issue  sad  put  it  before  vot¬ 
ers  again.  “It  s  not  much  dif¬ 
ferent  than  the  first  one,”  Ron 
Lomax,  director  of  missions 
for  Washington  Madison  As¬ 
sociation  said  in  the  Arkansas 
Baptist  News  on  July  t6.  “It’s 
worded  a  little  bit  different, 
but  the  intent  is  the  same. 
We’ll  be  encouraging  our  peo¬ 
ple  to  vote  it  down  again.* 

While  the  ordinance  ex¬ 
empts  churches  and  religious 
organizations,  Lomax  noted: 
“Christians  are  not  excluded. 
If  you  own  a  bakery  or  you 
are  a  florist...  you  would  still 
be  taken  to  ccyrt  or  fined  for 
deciding  not  to  do  a  wedding 
or  something  like  that,  so  it 
doesn’t  protect  Christians.’ 

Protect  Fayetteville  also 
warns  that  the  proposed  or¬ 
dinance  would  pose  “serious 
safety  concerns  for  women 
and  children.” 

“Ordinance  5781  requires 
that  businesses  and  non- 
religious’  organisations  must 
allow  males,  claiming  to  be 
transgender,  into  all  accom¬ 
modations  of  the  female  sex, 
including  bathrooms,  chang¬ 
ing  areas,  showers,  and  over¬ 
night  shelter  areas  such  as 
in  women's  shelters  and 
youth  camps. 

‘A  business  owner,  employ¬ 
ee,  or  organizational  member 
who  interferes  with  the  so- 
called  ’right'  of  a  man  to  use 
female  facilities  can  find  him¬ 
self  or  herself  subject  to  crimi¬ 
nal  prosecution.” 


If  the  ordinance  passes,  the 
Fayetteville  City  Council  can 
“amend  it  and  take  away  the 
exemptions,  increase  punish¬ 
ments,  and  expand  their  ‘so- 
called’  definition  of  sexual 
orientation,”  Protect  Fayette¬ 
ville  warns. 

The  proposed  ordinance  also 
will  create  a  seven-member 
Civil  Rights  Commission  to  en¬ 
force  the  measure  with  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  Fayetteville’s  city  at¬ 
torney.  Violating  the  law  would 
result  in  a  $100  fine  for  a  first 
offense,  according  to  language 
in  Ordinance  5781,  which  does 
not  speedy  the  amount  of  fines 
for  additional  offenses.
